Current law requires virtual charter schools to “provide educational services to its
pupils for at least 150 days each school year.” See s. 118.40 (8) (d) 1., stats. Current
law also requires virtual charter schools to provide direct pupil instruction for the
applicable number of hours specified in s. 121.02 (1) (f), as amended in the bill. See s.
118.40 (8) (d) 2., stats.

Do you want to eliminate the requirement governing the number of days virtual
charter schools must provide educational services?
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
